LONDON, May 12.—A manifesto signed by a score of leading 
bankers was published here today protesting against any legislative 
or administrative measures tending to check the free exchange of 

| goods with foreign countries and declaring the policy of trying to 

exclude foreign commodities to be a mistaken one.

The “Ingenika’s’ sister ship is 7¢ 
feet long by 17 foot beam, with 
cabins fore and aft, and freight stor- 
age in the centre of the vessel. In the 
after-cabin there is accommodation 
for eight passengers, for whom there 
are Pullman berths. The dining room 
will seat from 12 to 14 and at night 
can be turned into sleeping quarters 
with berths for eight additional peo- 
ple. At the bow there are lavatories 
and other accommodation. 

When light, the barge will draw 12 
inches of water, and when loaded 
with 40 tons of freight will not draw 
over 24 or 26 inches.
